balance largely m this country's favor. The pros- 
peel of recognition of the Soviet Union by the United 
States, however, should cause the authorities at Ottawa 
to consider the whole mailer in the light of possible 
diversion of some of our neighbor's purchases from 
the Dominion to Russia, as hinted at by The Literary 
Digest's commentator. 

: The Toronto Star reminds us that there is a 
proposal before the Bennett government for selling 
100.000 Canadian beef carcases to Russia in ex¬ 
change for crude oil. Our contemporary wants to 
know where the hitch is—and observes: It is said 
that there is no cause for delay except that the pro¬ 
moters of the enterprise ask for assurances that if they 
buy, kill and ship the cattle they shall not be prevented 
from receiving at Canadian ports payment in the form 
df crude oil. What they ask is that the crude oil 
shall not be banned pnd refused admittance. What 
■ to he feared is that the decision as to whether the

I N THE first volume of hla “War Memoirs.” David 
Lloyd George lays hla sturdy and disrespectful 
hands firmly upon the laurel wreath that Britain 
set upon the brow of the late Lord Kitchener By 
the time he gets through, one gathers, the wreath 
will follow Kitchener to the bottom of tha North 
8ea. 

For Lloyd George, who broke the munitions 
deadlock that almost caused Britain to lose the 
war. doea not depict Kitchener as a tower of 
strength in a distressed land. On the contrary, ha 
says, the faults of strategy and organization which 
coet Britain so much in the first part of the war 
can be tracad pretty largely to Kitchener. 

Kitchener, says Lloyd George, clung obstinately 
to an inefficient and red-tape-ridden scheme of 
munitions supply long aftar It had become a 
national acantf&l. He clung to the notion of a 
break-through on the western front at a time 
when the Judicious expenditure of a few troops 
and a few guns In the near east would have 
brought victory. Britain could have won in 1915 


Rooks and Things

I T IS one of the oft-remarked ironies of things 
as they are that not to hla contemporaries, but 
to their successors is given the ability to assess 
tbe worth of a public man. 

In the height of the turmoil that la now tha 
state of British Columbia politics this U being 
borne home as regards tbe late John Oliver. 
To-day the by-ways are full of hla reformed critics 
who. in the light of what has developed politically 
since bis time, are now loud in testimony as to 
hi* merits Recently a local business man. was 
expatiating to a group on the faults of present- 
day administrators and leaders, contrasting their 
pusillanimity with the quality of the public service 
contributed by Premier Oliver and aighing for the 
return of days in the B.C. Government as they 
were under him. I had the satisfaction of recalling 
that thia man was one of the bitterest hecklers 
of the late Premier at the somewhat stormy final 
meeting of the 1924 campaign in the Royal Vic¬ 
toria Theatre. Even the intranalgeant Canon 
Hinchliffe if you get him In a confiding mood- 
takes a real delight in pulling from hla Provincial 
Secretary’s files samples of the written advice of 
Premier Oliver on provincial problems Mr. Hlncb- 
llffe la not backward on such occasions in ex¬ 
pressing admiration for the insight and souhdnses 
of view of the former leader of tha party ha him¬ 
self bo persistently opposed on.political grounds. • 


\ TORONTO writer, William Arthur Deacon, has 
been imitating Mr. Well* and many other 
fellow-scribes by dipping Into the future far a* 
human eye can see There Is this difference, 
however, between Mr Deacon and other prophets. 
He limits hla view* of the future to Canada; he 
has a few. but very letT. things to say incidentally 
of what la going to happen to the world enlarge;

WORLD W ILL BE A SMALL PLACE 

T WITCHING hla prophetic mantle about him.

When people can have Immediate televlslon-plua- 
telephone Interviews with friends or associates in 
any part of tha world at nominal coat, the need 
for physical movement will be less urgent. Fur¬ 
ther. people of the third generation hence will 
have learned to use leisure with deeper satisfac¬ 
tion than wa Enow, principally through education 
In ltg wtffsr sense, and will have relearned to 
value mat ” To this end all unnecessary noises, 
such as the roaring of truck engines, the rattle 
of street-cars and clash of machinery will have 
been eliminated. 

CHINA WILL BE OIK GREATEST FRIEND 

M R. DEACON says that by 3000 A.D. Canadians 
will have come to the conclusion that tha 
dreamof early explocaae who searched our country 
for a way to China was vary practical Indeed. 
Por he sees In the future a tremendous trade be¬ 
tween Canada and the Orient. In that day China 
will be In mass power the most Impregnable 
nation on earth. In the United States the absorp¬ 
tion of tha negro will be In full swing by 2000. 
but that country will still be clinging to tha Idea 
of private property, and therefor# will be as much 
behind tha three great civilisations of the world. 
Oermany. China and Canada, as Mexico Is behind 
the United States to-day. There will be no Parlia¬ 
ment of Man In 2000 AG., but. with Asia and all 
America pacifist, war will be no more, except for 
an occasional fracas In the Balkans, and these 
outbreaks will be quelled by International police. 

GREAT WHITE CITY OF CHIPEWYAN 
TVTHAT seems to me the most interesting and at 
vY the same time the most surprising featur* of 
Mr Deacon's sketch Is his peopling of the Par 
North by the year 2000 “The last wilderness 
frontier.’* he predicts, ’’will have disappeared, and 
people will be living in all the areas right up to 
the Arctic Cftean. with as much thought of per¬ 
manent abode as tbe people of Vlrden. Naramata 
and Bat tic ford hav# to-day about their homes 
The great stretch between Hudson Bay and Alaska, 
now called the Northwest Territories, will then 
be divided Into two provinces. The more westerly, 
which will include the present .Ytikbn, will prob¬ 
ably be called Mackenzie. And. of course, there 
will be villages and towns scattered through that 
whole tract." 

On the north aide of Lake Athabasca, near the 
western end. will stand tbe fine new city of 
Chlpewyan. At present Chipswyan. founded by 
the Nor-wester* as a trading-post In 1788, 1# a 
straggling viyage. but Mr Desoon, hla eye In a 
fine frenzy rolling, beholds It seventy years hence 
as a resplendent city built of white atone, gleam¬ 
ing in architectural beauty on the borders of Its 
cobalt-blue lake. "Mines of precious stones will 
be In operation to tha north of this city. In what 
Ja now dlamai wasteland: and precious metals will 
have been found in quantity Vast'herds will 
occupy the prairies of the new provinces, rather 
than grain fields. The furs and fish of the dis¬ 
trict Till alao be valuable: and over that immense 
stretch of country there will be a busy , life that 
will create a world of. Ite-oTn. beside which the 
opening of New Ontario in our day will seem like 
a vest-pocket enterprise.” 

WINNIPEG WILL BE SECOND CITY * 

H UT. MR. WATCHMAN DEACON, what of the 
cities of Canada as we know them to-day? 
Will they wax or wane with the coming years? I 
am much relieved to find that the grass will never 
■row in the streets of Winnipeg. Seventy years 
hence she will by racing Toronto neck-and-neck 
for first place. She will be tremendously busy

"Honest Jonn Oliver.” the life story 
of the man who was Premier of British Columbia 
from 1918 untU 1927. published by J. M. Dent A 
Sons. Toronto. No one la better equipped than 
Mr. Morton to writs the life of tbe former Premier 
He had known John Oliver intimately during hla 
early days on the Fraser Delta farm. Later, aa 
private secretary, he came with him to Victoria 
and was with him during most of hla career at 
the fiead of the ministry from 1918 until the 
Premier's dying hours in 1927. During all this 
time the faithful Morton, like a patient Boswell, 
was storing up the material from which he has 
constructed this book. Mr Morton had an ex¬ 
ceptional subject to deal with, and ha has Justi¬ 
fied the hopes of those who have known that he 
had undertaken tha biography He has made a 
highly readable volume, presenting a lively, human 
picture of John Oliver the individualist, and at 
times rises to literary brilliance.

A T the MOMENT thu book appears special 
interest la added to the chapter ''Iteconcilla¬ 
tion." which records the final exchanges between 
John Oliver as he lay dying and hla chlaf political 
opponent. Mr. Bowser. Mr. Morton recalls that 
among the many sympathetic letters that came at 
this time .none delighted John Oliver more than 
one written by Mr Bowser. The latter had always 
admired th# Premier, and In that-letter he fully 
expressed it. In extending his sympathy ha told 
him that he had always been a "bonny fighter” 
and hoped that the courage that had character¬ 
ized him all hla life would carry him through. 
Mr. Oliver lost no time In dictating a reply, and 
as it was so characteristic of his attitude towards 
hla old opponent at that time. Mr. Morton quotes 
It in full.

"Ten years in office as a Minister of the Crown 
gives one a viewpoint that It Is impossible to ob¬ 
tain in any other position; and In looking back 
over past experiences the thought has often been 
Immersed upon my mind that it la regrettable 
that so much bftternecs and animosity Rhould be 
present In the public service.

We all have our fallings, and much 
of what la disagreeable urines from lack of knowl¬ 
edge and experience more than from desire. 

"My career aa a public mania closing In. You 
may' have years of usefulness ahead of you yet. 
At all event*. that la my earnest desire, and for 
your future welfare you have my very beat wish.”- 
Mr. Bowser later told, Mr. Morton he considered 
this about the finest letter hf had ever Received 
and treasured It to tba day of hla owft death. 

Mr. Morton relates many Oliver-Bowaer anec¬ 
dotes. such aa this, which occurred one night In 
the Legislature when the Premier was quoting 
from the Conservative platform: 

” The Premier )s very fond of quoting the Con¬ 
servative platform.' said Mr. Bowser. He must 
eleep with It uridef tola pillow.’ r 

” 'No. air,’ said John rising, with a smile. *1 can 
tell my honorable friend I keep It where it ought 
to be—In the seat of my chair.’ 

*' 'Then.* retorted Bowser. *1 hope y£u11 be 
able to incubate some useful legislation * 

"John joined heartily In tha laugh at hla ex¬ 
pense and considered that ‘Bowser had it on me 
that time.*"

S TRANGER'S RETURN” finds Phil Stqng writ¬ 
ing once more of farm life; and it la delightful 
to have him doing this, if for no other reason 
than tha eonfualon which covers the snooty east¬ 
ern reviewers whan they find someone actually ex¬ 
tolling th* farm aa a pleasant place to livt.

MAKE A PUMPKIN HOUSE 


One amusing centrepiece for a 
Hallowe'en supper table is a 
pumpkin house. . Cut a circle of 
cardboard about twenty-two 
inches in diameter. Covey it 
with crushed, dark green paper. 
Put a fluting of orange erepc 
paper around the edge of the 
circle.

Special sympathy will be extended to the 
young women undergraduates and would-be 
graduates by people Interested in the welfare of 
youth, for though the problem confronting the 
men has been moulded by the some circumstances,

A S THE major power* marshal forces to attack 
the monster of unemployment, Germany enters 
the fray equipped with new weapons which it 
hopes will quell the Frankenstein which has 
crushed the economic life of nations during the 
last four years. Through emergent methods, some 
of which will afford but temporary relief. Ger¬ 
many expects to set in motion again the retarded 
wheels of Industry so they will carry on at the 
predepresaion rale. The country hopes to restore 
sick business through the use of the right stimu¬ 
lative medicine, a policy similar to that of the 
NRA organisation In the United States. 

A survey of employment conditions in twenty- 
nine major countries shows Germany to be on* of 
the seventeen which have achieved a decrease in 
the ranks of the Jobless this year when figures are 
compared with those of the corresponding period 
In 1932. But although the trend la favorable. »* 
la not sufficiently rapid to meet with whole¬ 
hearted approval.

S O GERMANY has embarked upon a many-sided 
plan which should accelerate the domestic re¬ 
covery. 

The most recently conceived method of attack 
la the consideration of plans to allow the Reicha- 
bank to engage in open market operation* 

The proposed credit market scheme would. It 
U thought, be a great aid to the country’s finan¬ 
cial system. One of Germany’s economic difficul¬ 
ties in the last- few. gent*. &** been a high rate of 
interest, which has been caused by a shortage of 
loanable capital. By allowing the Belchsbank to 
engage In open market operations, in the manner 
ot the Bank of England and the Federal Reserve 
Bank in the United States. U la thought the 
amount of credit available in the hands of com¬ 
mercial banks would be greatly increased, thereby 
making It easier for business to borrow and carry 
**on new enterprises. 

A further feature of the plan is thst It would 
support the bond market, raise the prices of gilt- 
edged securities and thereby bring about a lower 
bond yield. This should aid In establishing a 
lower rate of interest for long-term investments 
generally and thus make It easier for industry to 
float new bond issues. 

Such a result would be of the utmost impor¬ 
tance to the newly-consolidated municipal debta 
of the country. Recently outstanding accounts 
against innumerable municipalities were grouped 
together, and the toUl debt will be refunded at a 
tower rate of interest. The support of the new 
bonds by the open market policy of the Relchs- 
bank will consequently be of a very practical

The greater use of blo^hounda to check crime 
In rural areas ’ la advocated in an article In The 
Pone# Chronicle, which refers to their "astonish¬ 
ing gift of aceni end ■martng instinct as a crimin¬ 
ologist " 

The writer recalls a remarkable coincidence 
which occurred during the "Jack the Ripper" 
murders, which terrorized East London forty-four 
years ago. 

In 1889 Sir Charles Warren eoperimenied witli 
two bloodhounds on the occasion of the murders. 
When It became known that bloodhounds were 
being used the murders ceased, but immediately 
on the announcement that the experiments with 
the dogs In London had not been very successful 
the tragedies were resumed. 

The writer suggests that bloodhounds are more 
successful as sleuths In rural areas than In popu¬ 
lous centre*, adding: 

[’’Murderers in rural districts and transgressor* 
of many kinds «m stand a great deal less chance 
of escape in future If the various chiefs of our 
county constabulary are going to study the art

R EMARKABLE changes have overtaken the 
habits of Londoners. If one may Judge from 
the figures published by the London Underground 
Group, which show a sharp decline last yaar in 
tube, tram and bus traffic compared with 1931. 
Hera are the reasons which Lord Ashfleld.

the decline, which he aald was moat marked in 
casual pleasure traffic: 

“Suburbs ar e tending to become self-con¬ 
tained: there are better shops and amusements, 
and there is not the same Incentive to go to the 
centre of London 

"Theatre traffic has largely passed to private 
cars, of which there are soma 200.000 in the 
London traffic area. 

"The coach has taken the place of the bus f«* 
country excursions, and ’hiking* often takes the 
place of both " 

Theatres and cinema managers will no doubt 
bear witnesa to the adverse effect of improved 
suburban amenities on th* influx of patrons into 
the West End. 

One of the most remarkable features of th* 
figures 1* that the rate of decline In Saturday and 
Sunday traffic era* 50 per cent more than on 
ordinary weekday*. Londoners, indeed, seem more 
and more to be rpending their week-end* at home. 

Part of th* drop, of course, is attributed to 
trade depression, while the bad weather presum¬ 
ably helped to keep manyt-ffeople indoors.

COPYRIGHT BALING HAND ON HOTEL* 

IN ENGLAND 

rpHE APPEAL COURT of England has recently 
1. ruled that the reproduction of music by means 
of wireless receiving sets and loud speakers for 
th* entertainment of custcmers and guests in 
hotels, etc, is an infringement of copyright In 
consequence of this decision of the Court of Ap¬ 
peal many thousands of restaurants, hotels and 
public-houses throughout England are affected. 
The decision came after an important teat case as 
the question waa brought before th* Master of the 
Rolls (Lord Han worth». Lord-Justice Lawrence 
and Lord-Justice Romer m an appeal by a Brad¬ 
ford brewery- Th* original action waa brought 
by the Performing Right Society of London, who

G RANTING of subsidies Uso plays an Important 
part in the recovery scheme Particularly in 
the building trade haa this been noticed. Under 
exwtiug conditions a contractor or Building society 
making renovations or alteration* in old buildings 
•ecures from tha government a grant of 50 per 
cent of the cost*. This grant does not go directly 
mto the pockets of th* society or contractor, but 
la used to pay the wages of men employed In the 
work. It may almost be said to be indirect relief 
for those laborers and artisans in thst trad* who 
would be unemployed if the work were not being 
done and would consequently become a burden to 
the state. 

Aa a more subtle *ld to distressed Industry. 
Germany haa instituted a system by which pur¬ 
chaser* of new automobiles are not require 1 to 
pay licenses. Levies are made only on old car*. 
As a result the people are encouraged to buy new 
ones and further activity la promoted m the 
motor-car business. 

To furnish an incentive to bring in motor 
license levies the government has made another 
ruling by which th* owner of an old car may 
make a lump payment of taxes at a certain dis¬ 
count and thereby free himself from the necessity 
of meeting annual governmental charges. 

The latter two or three measure* are seen genera 
ally os emergent means of increasing industrial 
work and securing revenue Other methods. „it Is 
felt, will have to be employed later to maintain 
th* government income. 

• • • • 

T IE WITHDRAWAL of women from business Is 
largely encouraged. Efforts are made to in¬ 
crease the popularity of marriage. To thla end 
the government has drawn up a new regulation 
whereby newly-wed couple* may borrow from the 
government 1.000 mark* (about 6250-at pari to 
aid in setting up their homes. No interest la 
charged on these borrowings and considerable 
time is afforded the debtor to wlp* out hi* debt. 
Thla marriage loan scheme, which Is offered to 
couples with the proviso the wife does not enter 
employment following the wedding ceremony un¬ 
less her husband receive* less than 125 marks a 
month, has a two-fold benefit. In the ceae of 
women who have been in bualneaa It create* 
vacancies to be filled by men and also become* 
6 definite aid to the house-furnishing trade, which 
hat suffered greatly during lh* last four years. 

Information from authentic aoureea in Berlin 
Indicates thla plan, introduced In June, haa^ met 
with very considerable success during the' few 
months in which it has been in operation. »

the more Interesting schemes evolved to re- 
U Here unemployment Is the retting up of Ar- 
belisdienst—camps in which all male member* of 
the population are expected to serve some time 
in manual work, chiefly of a construction nature. 
At present work In there camp* is voluntary. 
Allowing their institution, however, begging be¬ 
came forbidden in Germany. 

It is planned to make rerv.ee in there ramps 
correspond, in the future, to the old periods of 
compulsory military training general in the coun¬ 
try before the war. In them young Germans will 
learn something of the nature of road building, 
bridge cons: ruction, dltcplng and irrigation work, 
among other things. 

The scheme is highly regarded In Germany. It 
will rot be teen as a blot on the escutcheon of a 
young man when be has left the camps. Nor will 
it have the earmark* of the Canadian relief camp. 
It will be regarded by the Oennana as a patriotic 
duty and will be aided considerably by the oujlook 
of the people on group activity. Where Can¬ 
adians and Britisher* as a rule find greater 
pleasure in Indlv.dua! effort, th# German* reera 
rather to enjoy activity in the group. To the Utter 
discipline appears to be something of a birthright.

Therefore th* 
best response with this hand U one no trump. 

South then bkla two spades. Thla l* termed a 
sign-off bid. but remember that It doss soy.

NEW ERA IN TRANSPORTATION 

BRINGS AIR SPEEDS TO EARTH 


A LTHOUGH automobile engineers are 
alow to accept the theory, the car 
of the future will be a unit with the 
engine In the rear. 

It is not that engineers want to In¬ 
stall the engine in the rear of the 
car. but. due to the Increase in de¬ 
mands for stream-lining, this will have 
to come about, according to foreign 
experts. 

At present, dies and tools hare been 
designed for constructing cars with en¬ 
gines in the front. To change this 
would require much expense and re¬ 
designing, but the benefit L* claimed 
So be so great that. In the long 'run. 
the switch would be beneficial and 
f pay for Itself. 

In the first place, such s switch, ac¬ 
cording to engineers, would transmit” 
the power from the engine to the rear 
axle with little of the lost motion 
that la found in transmission from 
the front of the car to the rear 
through the drive shaft. 

HAVE IN FOIYER AND MONEY 

Such an arrangement would elimin¬ 
ate considerable expense In cutting 
down the amount of material, ma¬ 
chining and construction work needed 
to assemble the transmission. 

Other favorable points In this type 
of construction cited by engineers are: 

1. Elimination of tail-swing, thereby 
increasing comfort by reducing pitch¬ 
ing in acceleration and braking. 

2. The over-all weight distribution 
approaches the Ideal for maxlipuir 
braking efficiency. 

3. The equal distribution of weight 
over the car will Increase road adhesion | 
and prevent skidding. 

4. Owing to the elimination of a J 
propeller abaft, the centre of gravity Is ' 
lowered, helping the car hold the road ' 

5 . The engine, located In a compart¬ 
ment at the rear, la more accessible.
